Explanation of Estimate:
The proposed legislation as amended provides a means in which a developmentally disabled person may obtain
a hunting permit and participate in a hunting activity.  The means involves the issuance of a license-purchase
exemption certificate and accompaniment while hunting.  The Nebraska Game and Parks Commission is
allowed to adopt and promulgate rules and regulations related to the issuance of exemption certificates.  While
this could provide for a slight increase in permit sales and create some additional administrative expenses, the
anticipated participation level is not expected to be significant.

The proposed legislation additionally removes some of the firearm and bow hunter education instructional
component language, presumably to enable the Commission to address details within their program
administration.  It also moves cross bow related education from firearm hunter education training to bow hunter
education training and adds air gun to firearm hunter education.
